IN BIG LUCK. 


AN ADMIRER OF HENRY GEORGE LEAVES 
HIM THE BULK OF HIS ESTATE. 


George Hutchins of Blue Anchor, N.J., Be- 
queathes His Estate to Henry George, in 
Trust, to Establish the Hutchins Fund, to 
be Used for the Express Purpose of 
‘*‘Spreading the Light” on Political Liberty 
and Justice in the United States of Amer- 
ica. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsratcn. 

NEW YORK, October 7.—Henry George isin 
luck. When he reached his place of business 
yesterday morning he found upon his desk a 
letter, the contents of which surprised him 
greatly. It was a comparatively small mis- 
Sive, but its subject matter was of importance. 
This unassuming communication, which was 
inclosed in an envelope beariirg the name of a 
Camden (N, J.) attorney, acquainted him with 
the fact that one George Hutchins of Blue 
Anchor, N. J., recently dead, had left him 
the bulk of his estate. ‘‘Idon’t know what 
this means,’’ said Mr. George, yeaterduy, as 
he showed the letter to the Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent, ‘‘but it appears that some- 
body has left me some money.’’ 

**Did you know the man?’’ was asked. 

‘*‘No; this is the first time I ever heard of 
him, butI suppose he was a readeroft my 
works.’’ s 

‘*What do you propose to do about it?’’ 

**Oh, I will take the necessary steps to claim 
the money, and I have already replied to the 
writer of this letter to that effect.’’ 

THE LETTER. 

The letter, which was written on note paper, 
bearing the heading, ‘‘George A. Vroom, At- 
torney-at-Law, 205 Market street,’’ was as fol- 
lows: 

Henry George, Esq., New York: 

DEAR SIr—The late George Hutchins of Blue 
Anchor, in this State, leaves the bulk of his 
property to your care, in trust, creatinga 
trust to be known by the name of the ‘* Huteh- 
ins Fund,’’ to be used by you for ‘‘the express 
purpose of spreading the light’’ on political 
liberty and justice in the United States of 
America by means ofthe distribution of your 
works, ‘*‘Progress and  Poverty,’’ etc. 
This will be filed in the 
office of the Surrogate ofCamden County and 
& Caveat against admitting the same to pro- 
bate was flied by some relative of Hutenins, 
and the matter willcome on fora hearing in 
the course ofaiew weeks. I represent the 
executor named in this will and think that 
you should have notice of this matter, so that 
you can be heard if youthink proper. Yours 
respectfully, GEORGE A. VROOM, 

Cumden, N. J., October 5. 

GEORGE’S BENEFACTOR. 

Bine Anchor is a hamlet in the heart of the 
grape-producing region of New Jersey. It is 
abouttwenty miles from Camden. George 
flutchins was a man of about 60 years. He 
and his wife Mary, a childless couple, lived 
on a farm of modest extent and of consider- 
able value which they called Ancora. 
Hfutchins owned a farm and his business was 
raising grapes for market. He wasa native 
of that locality, but had been something of a 
traveler in his younger days, and was noted as 
an intelligent man and a prodigious reader. 
In the course of his residence at Ancora he 
had filled the house with books. He was 
fond of getting everything new in 
literature, and in the indulgence 
of that habit he picked upacopy of ‘‘Progress 
and Poverty.’’ He was celighted with the 
book, and re-read it again and again. More 
than that, he became an earnest advocate of 
the doctrines that it advanced. Thenceforth 
he parghese everything, that tr ae 
wrote, and was carr along, step vy etep, 
 peHty avid soul, With the author, ut he was 
as unassuming an apostie as he was sincere. 
He endeavored to expound Mr. George’s 
doctrines to his neighbors, and to make con- 
verts of them. Lut he hever sought to make 
known himself and his admiration to his 
teacher. He only called on his lawyer and 
made his will in favor of the author. 
Then he calmiy waited for his summons, 
not without secret satisfaction, perhaps, atthe 
thought thatthe surprise occasioned by the 
discovery would makethe author remember 
him allthe more pleasantly. When, after the 
old farmer’s death a few days ago,the wiil 
was read, its contents were a complete sur- 
prise to eyerybody but his widow and a few 
old pessons who had been cognizant of it all 
along. There is one person, how- 
ever, who § is not so well satisfied. 
This isa collateral relation of Mr. Hutchins 
nanied Glendale Davis, who is said to live in 
Phiiadelphia, although his name does not ap- 
pear in the directory of that city. The exact 
nature of his relationship to the dead farmer 
is not known to the executor, nor does the 
contest filed by him in the Surrogate’s Court 
state the grounds on which the willis to be 
contested. The opinion in the legal circles of 
Camden is that the will cannot be broken, 

THE WILL. - 

The will itself is rather a curious document. 
After the usual formula, declaring that he is 
George Hutchins of Ancora, County of Cam- 
den, State of New Jersey, being of sound 
mind, etc., he bequeathes, etec., to his wife 
Mary one-third of his real estate and Northern 
Pacific preferred stock and such of his per- 
sonal property and household effects as she 
may require for herown use. A singular be- 
quest is made of a sewing machine, together 
with enough money to put it in shipping order 
to Sarah Wood of Randolph, Barker County, 
Ind, Then comes the residuary clause, which 
is as follows: 

All the rest and residue of my estate of any 
and every form, kind and description what- 
ever. Lhereby give, devise and bequeath, un- 
der the name of the Hutchins Fund, to Henry 
George, the well-known author of ‘‘Progress 
and Poverty,’’ his heirs, executors and ad- 
ministrators, in sacred trust for the express 
purpose of ‘‘spreading the light’’ on social 
and political liberty amu justice in the United 
States of America by means of the gratuitous, 
wise, eflicient and economically ome 
distribution all over this land of s&id 
George’s publications on the important 
land question and cogent subjects, including 
his work on *‘Progress and Poverty,’’ his 
replies tothe criticisms thereon, his ‘‘Prob- 
lems of the Times’’ and any other of his books 
which he may think proper to gratuitously 
distribute in this country, provided, first, 
that said George shall regularly furnish true 
annual reports of the management and dis- 
tribution of the fund to the paper calied the 
Irish World and American Industrial Liber- 
ator or its acknowledged successor; and shall 
algo annually mail or otherwise send a copy 
of said paper containing sach annual reports. 
to each of the following persons, to-wit: My 
forementioned wife, Mary, nowW of this place; 
Wm. 8. Wood, now of Parker, Randolph 
County, State of Indiana, and James Hutchins, 
now of Selma, Delaware County, State of Indl- 
ana; and, provided, second, that sald George 
shall cause to be inserted or printed opposite 
the title page of every free copy of his books 
distributed by means of this fund, this, my 
solemn request, virtually, to-wit: ‘*That 
each recipient shall read it and then circulaw 
itamong such neighbors or other perfons as 
in his best jadgment will make the best us® 
of it.’’ 

The estate, which consists chiefly of real es- 
tate, also comprises a number of shares of 
Northern Pacific stock, worth at present 62% 
cents on the dollar, is valued at about $0,000. 
W. 8. is named as the sole exeeutor.

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“THE MASCOTTE HORROR. 


AN INQUEST HELD ON THE VICTIMS OF THE 
“STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION, 


Officers of the Mascotte and the Eagle Give 
Contradictory Testimony and Try to Shift 
the Blame—Several of the Injured Die at 
the Hospital at Cape Girardeau—Full List 
of the Dead and Injured—A Rural Hero— 
Statement of a Deck Hand—The Bodies 

Recovered, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCcH. 

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., October 7.—There are 
few new particulars in regard to the explosion 
of the Mascotte. The Coroner is holding an 
inquest on all the bodies of those 
dead by burns and drowning. 
The captain and pilots of the Eagle were be- 
fore the jury yesterday, but their testimony 
their words 


was withdrawn, sv that 
cannot be given, but the substance 
‘is that they did all in their power 


to reach and rescue the passengers from the 
Mascotte. Ifthey had run near the Mascotte 
they would have burned their boat. 
Capt. Ebaugh also denounced the crew 
of the Mascotte for cowardice and self- 
preservation and emphasized his statement 


with an oath. Capt. Thompson of the 
Mascotte is now on the stand and says that he 
knew that Capt. Ebaugh’s state-room was 
locked, and that he had trouble getting 
his own-pants out of them. He says that if 
Capt. Ebaugh had run the bow of his boat 
against the wheel of the Mascotte, he could 
have pushed. her ashore without danger of 
fire, us the Eagie has a large deck and the 
cabin sits away back. 
A DECKHAND'S STATEMENT. 

One of the deckhands, Peter Alexander 
of the Eagle, in an interview says: ‘‘lI 
was at dinner and I heard the Mascotte’s bell, 
and ran in. the guards to see what 
it was. Saw steam and thought she was 
blowing off and went back to my dinner. Soon 
aftersome one said ‘the boatisafire.’ Iran 
out again and saw the black smoke coming out 
amidship from the boiler deck. Capt. Ebaugh 
stood quietly looking at it and smoking 
a cigar, and did seem to care 
ang. helping. Some one put off the yaw! 
a i do not believe the Captain knew any- 
thing aboutit’’ The testimony of the Eagle 
officers exonerates them and denounces the 
Mascotte’s officers. The Mascotte’s officers

A RURAL HERO. 

A description of the burns caused by the 
steam, of one of the cases taken to the hospi- 
tal, will answer for all, and is best de- 
scribed by saying that it looked as though 
scalding water had been poured on the person 
from head to foot, and the outside skin 


would come off with the clothes. Such was 
the case with the eleven who 
have died. Those who survive at 


this writing were no 80 badly 
burned. The name of that Illinois farmer who 
so nobly rescued the nine persons is Mat 
Hughes of Union Point, Ill. His name 
is on the lips of everybod with 
the highest of praise, and none speak louder 
of him than the Mascotte’s crew. The number 
missing are ten passengers and ten ofthe crew, 
and eleven have died from wounds atthe 
hospital. Capt. Durling, one of the owners, 
is here now looking out forthe wounded, 
and posting notices of rewards for 
the drowned.

HEMMED IN BY FLAMES. 


Terrible Plight of Employes in a Burning 
Factory—Roasted Alive, 


NEw York, October 7.—A fire broke out this 
morning early in the four-story factory build- 
ing, Nos. 63 to 67 Bayard street, It is David 
Block’s old tinware factory and has been on 
fire a number of times before. Since 
the tinware factory has been removed, 
Taylor’s cloak manufactory and quilt-makers 
have taken possession of it, Eight different 
firms have shops in it. In the three cloak 
manufactories of Samuel Paul, Joseph Weiner 
and Nathan Fried, on the fourth floor, between 
fifty and seventy-five men, women and chil- 
dren wereat work when the fire occurred. 
Samuel Paul’s employes escaped by the east 
stairway, which was unobstructed,* to 
the street. The employes cf the 
other establishnients could not escape 


by the west stairway, their path being 
blocked by flames ana dense smoke to face 
which meant death. The fire’ was below them 
in Hollander’s quilt factory. The frightened 
employes then made for.the roof of the 
building. The last reached the  flat- 
root with clothes afire, and half smothered. 
Already the just deserted rooms were on fire, 
and to stay on the roof was to perish, because 
the flames were breaking through the scuttle. 
Adjoining the factory was atwo-story house 
witha peak roof. To leap to it was perilous, 
but to remain was certain death. The em- 
ployes shrank back in despair, and a large 
crowd gathered in the street below. 

With shrieks of terror, that were echoed ina 
loud wail from the street, men and women 
flung themselves off. Minnie Rogansky, a 
young woman living at 64 Bayard street, fell 
in the street on her head and was mortally 
hurt, her skull being crushed in. She was 
removed to the hospital.QGA little boy who 
was clinging to the coping of the peaked 
house was rescued by Paul J. Shappell, an old 
volunteer fireman, with the aid of some citi- 
zens and the police. The police went up on 
the roof of the tall tenement, No. 71, and 
threw a rope down to the factory employes 
stili left on the roof of the burning 
building. and they were rescued one 
after the other. Others were taken 
into a window trom the peaked-roofed 
house. Hyman Roberts hurt his arm badly. 
All this took but a few minutes and then the 
police and firemen put up ladders. At this 
time the roof of the factory was on fire, but 
the firemen were soon masters of the situation. 
A close search of the burned rooms soon 
showed that nobody had been burned to death. 
The loss on building and contents will foot up 
$20,000. 


Roasted Alive. 


CHICAGO, October 7.—Two children, a boy, 
aged 10 years and his sister three years 
younger, were burned to deathin their beds 
at No. 1022 Warren avenue by a fire which 
broke out about 2:50 this morning. The house 
is a two-story frame, the home of George 
Davis. The flames were already under great 
headway when discovered by the neighbors 
who turned in an alarm from 
the box at the corner of Wood and 
Madison streets. The occupants of the 


house had not been aroused at the time the 
discovery was made and such as saved them- 
selves were obliged to jumpfrom the upper 
story windows, the first floor of the building 
having been completely enveloped in flames 
by this time. The mother of the children 
burned, was very severely, if not fatally 
injured, and had one arm broken in several 
places. The firemen made desperate en- 
deavors to save the children. 


Burned to Death. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., October 7.—A special to the 
Commercial from Olean says: At Belfast this 
morning inadense fog two freight trains on 
the Buffalo, New York & Philadelphia Railroad 
collided, badly wrecking the engines and 
many cars. The caboose and several cars of 
one train were burned. ‘Conductor Frank 
Ingram of Olean was in the caboose and was 
burned to death.

Call 
a New Convention. 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Fill the 
Vacancies on the List. 


An Important Caucus at Delano’s Office— 
Jacob Klein Refuses to Take Johnson’s 
Place—The Convention to Meet Monday 
—Ballot-Box Stuffing at Democratic Pri- 
maries—Charges of Fraud Against Cen- 
tral Committeemen—Gossip, 


As the quickest and best way out of the 
numerous difficulties into which the Repub- 
licans have been plunged by the declinations 
of different candidates, prominent members 
of the party have concluded to _  re- 
quest the Central Committee to reconvene 
the delegates to the City Convention and a 


new convention wiil be held at 
Central Turner Hall next Monday 
morning. A part ofthe planis to secure the 


withdrawal of all of the candidates remaining 
on the ticket and nominate a full ticket. 

Ata meeting of the Republican Vity Central 
Committee, last night, Messrs. J. D. Johnson 
and Dave Murphy withdrew from the Repub- 
lican ticket as candidates for the offices of 
Circuit Judge and Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction respectively. This action was 
influenced by the decision of J. P. Vastine to 
accept the nomination for Criminal Judge. 

At 10 o’clock this mourning a meeting of rep- 
resentative Republican lawyers was held at the 
office of Rufus J. Delano, Chairman of the Re- 
publican City Central Committee, called by 
Mr. Delano for the purpose of selecting 
good candidates for Circuit Judge and 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
to recommend to the Central Committee 
suitable persons to fill the vacancies occa- 
sioned by the withdrawal of Messrs. Johnson 
and Murphy. Among those present were 
Messrs. Smith P. Galt, Seneca N. Taylor, Pol- 
lard and Fisher. Mr. Jake Klein,who had re- 
ceived an invitation, dropped in toward the 
end of the caucus. 

Mr. Delano stated briefly to the gentlemen 
the object of the meeting, and a discussion 
followed on the merits of several candidates 
whose names were proposed. For Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction Mr. 
Charles F. Joy appeared to be 
the favorite. There being some doubt as 
to Mr. Joy’s willingness to goon the ticket, 
one of the gentlemen stated positively that 
Mr. Jvy had informed him this morning that 
he would accept the nomination on condition 
that a good man was selected for Circuit 
Judge. A candidate for Circuit Judge 
was selected and after alittle delay the gen- 
tleman wascommunicated with and informed 
of the action ofthe caucus. In response he 
appeared before the caucus and asked until 2 
o’ clock this afternoon to consider the matter. 
The caucus after granting the request ad- 


the candidate re- 
ferred to as the selection of the 
caucus at Chairman Delano’s office this 
morning, at2o’clock this afternoon sent word 
to Mr. Delano that under the circumstances 
he would not consent to be a candidate before 
the Central Committee for the nomination for 
Circuit Judge. 

Chairman Delano was seen at his office this 
afternoon. When asked what course he 
deemed most advisable under the peculiar 
circurnstances he said: 

‘*There are now four vacancies on the 
ticket. Lam surethat when the convention 
delegated to the Central Committee au- 
thority to fill any vacancies which 
might occur, it did not have in view the filling

otf more than one position, or at 
best two. The nomination of Circuit 
Judge and Judge of the Court 


of Correction—in fact, for any judicial po- 


sitions, are of too much ituportance 
be be filled by the committee at 
a few days’ notice. The judicial 


oflices should be filled by the best men on 
both sides. Asa member of the Central Com- 
mittee I do not propose to assume a share of 
the responsibility of filling these vacancies. 
I have endeavored to smooth over the difficul- 
ties in the party ranks and avoid a climax. 
The convention simply adjourned, but not 
finally, aundcan be reconvened inafew days. 

‘*This morning I called a number of promi- 
nent Republicans together, such as Messrs. 
Ellis, Klein, Taylor, Pollard, Fisher, Nagel and 
Rassieur, to consult upon the most available 
candidates for judicial positions, but we 
reached no determination. Democrats 
under Similar circumstances heid a 
new convention several years ago. 
Delegates to our convention after learning 
what has transpired are entitled to be heard 


and I think it advisable to call the 
convention together again. A num- 
ber of prominent Republicans concur 


with me in this opinion, and the matter will 

be brought to the attention of the Central 

Committee at its meeting to-morrow.’’ 
VASTINE’S ACCEPTANCE. 

Mr. Vastine’s letter of acceptance is as fol- 
lows: 

Rufus J. Delano, Esq., Chairman Republican City 

Committee: 

DEAR Sir—I herewith accept the norhination 
for the office of Judge of the Criminal Court of 
St. Louis, tendered me by the City Republican 
Convention, 

Ihave delayed my letter of acceptance for 
the reason that I have been notitied, and it bas 
been stated in the public press, that some of 
the other nominées were going to force me off 
the ticket; and, as I cannot be driven and will 
not withdraw under fire, I wished the opposi- 
tion to exhaust its ammunition, that 1 might 
learn, 80 far as possible, what open charges, 
if any, were made against me, that I might 
answer them once for aliin this letter of ac- 
ceptance, rather than in newspaper contro- 
versy.

THE CATTLE CONTAGION, 


The Dairy Interest of Chicago Taking Ac. 
tion—The Afflicted Cattle. 


CHICAGO, October 7.—The condition of affairs 
about the quarantined cattle sheas is especially 
unchanged. While there was a smaller per- 
centage of deaths among the animals yester- 
day, there was a slight increase in the number 
o2 cases reported, and anxiety among stock- 
men was greater than on the previous day. 

Dr. DeWolf paida visit tothe infected dig- 
trict late in the day, probably for the purpose 
of satisfying himself as to the manner in 
which the order,for the separation of the 
sick and well animals was being carried out. 
The condition of affairs was evidently not sat- 


isfactory, for on his return he held a consuilta- 
tion with City Attorney Washburne relative to 
the promulgation of his order prohibiting the 
sale of distillery milk. The order wag 
completed and will go into effect to-day. 
Health officers will be placed at each of the 
distilleries to compel submission to the order. 
A delegation of milkmen, representing the 
milk interests of three of the largest distiller- 
ies, headed by A. 5 Trude, 
waited on the State Board last 
night to pray for relief from the threat- 
ened interference with their business. Mr. 
Trude made a short speech in which he said 
that, asthe State had placed a quarantine at 
the sheds and had taken charge of the 
cattle, it should pay for their keeping. If 
the men were prohibited from disposing of 
their milk or reaping any revenue from the 
animals,the powe1 which prevented them from 
80 ey must feed the cattle. He quoted de- 
cisions from the Supreme Court of Ohio and 
other States on this point, and undertook to 
warn the commission that it would be made 
the basis of future litigation unless due heed 
were paid toit. The board hela a consuita- 
tion, but arrived at no definite conclusion in 
regard tothe matter. It will probably seek 
legal advice to-day.

THE CONSERVATIVE PRESS AGITATED OVER 
HIS DARTFORD SPEECH. 


A Specimen of Tory Inconsistency—Specu- 
lations as to Churchill’s Alleged Visit to 
Berlin—Gen. Kaulbars’ Thorny Path in 
Bulgaria—The Russian Agent Roundly 
Abused on all Sides—A Regiment’s Re- 
volt—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDoN, October 7.—While Churchill is con- 
cealing his mission in Berlin under the 
cognomen of Mr. Spencer the Conservative 
press here are still agitated by the doubt 
whether his Dartford speech expressed the 
real programme of the Government or 
whether it was peculiar to himself. 
The St.'James’ Gazette has vainly asserted 
the Conservative press has not declared in 
support of Churchill’s programme, but is 
waiting to see whether it 1s an authorized one. 
This is quite untrue, for the Standard, Globe 
and even the ultra Conservative Guardian 
have swallowed the whole programme. 
Outside of London there are few Con- 
servative papers of influence, but every 
one of them have gone with Churchill. 
The Standard says: ‘‘The truth is that 
these measures may be either Conservative or 
Radical, according to the spirit in which they 
are approached. It is enough to say, at pres- 
ent, that there is not one among the number 
which need cause+ the smallest anxiety 
to the most conscientious Conscrvative.’’ 
The above would be hard to beat as aspeci- 
men of Tory inconsistency. 

The Berlin correspondents are convinced 
that ‘‘Mr. Spencer’’ has cometo confer with 
Count Herbert Bismarck at the Foreign Ofiice, 
from which his hotel is but a stone's throw, 
and fhat he will proceed to Varzin to confer 
personally with Bismarck.

RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE. 

PARIS, October7.—The Journal des Debats, 
referring to Lord Randolph Churchili’s Dart- 
ford speech, says: ‘‘Russia will little heed 
Austrian dissatisfaction or English theoretical 
protests so long as she can rely on Germany 8 
ussent or indifference to her policy in the 


Balkans.’’ 
ROUGH ON KAULBARS. 

La France says: ‘‘Gen. Kauibarsa, not con- 
tent with rendering Russia odious in Bulgaria, 
mukes her also ridicuious. Heis,’’ adds the 
paper, “un commis voyageur en revolution.’’ 

CHURCHILL’S VISIT TO BERLIN 

LONDON, October 7.—Ihe Standard this 
morning says: ‘‘Assuredly business, not 
pleasure, is taking Lord Randoiph Churchill 
to berlin. For an English Minister to goto 
Berlin and not to see Bismarck is like a visit to 
Rome without seeing St. Peter’s. We appre- 
ciute the talents and recognize the growing 
distinction of Lord Randolph. We may almost 
cluim him as a pupil, because since he 
gained his present position he has 
abandoned the foolish schoolboy tricks 
which disfigured his earlier career. His 
trip to Berlin is evidence of a new departure 
in diplomacy—the introduction of direct, in- 
stead of ambassadorial communications.’’ 
The Standard endeavors to refute the stuate- 
tment that Churchill has adopted Radical 
meusures. It says, alluding to the Dartford 
speech: ‘‘Assuming—which is at present only 
an assumption—that it is the authorized Gov- 
ernment programme, what is there to alarm 
the most cautious Conservative? The 
truth is, all the proposed measures 
may be conservative or radical, according to 
the spiritin which they are approached. The 
Dartiord speech affords no ground whatever 
for the belief that the Government contein- 
plates astonishingsthe world with a daring or 
eccentric policy likely to undermine the sta- 
bility of Conservative interests. There is 
nothing at variance with Conservative tra- 
ditions in the new programme.’’ 

GOING FOR KAULBARS. 

SOFIA, October 7.—The new newspaper, In- 
dependent Bulgaria, stigmatizes Gen. Kaul- 
bars as a‘‘rebe! fomenting rebellion among 
the peopie and army.’’ It also urges tue Gov- 
ernmentto ‘‘bind Gen. Kaulbars and send 
him across thefrontier.’’ 

A PLUCKY COMMANDER. 

The Government has notified the foreign 

consuls at Sofia that Gen. Kaulbars, through 


“the Russian Consul at Rustchuk, ordered the 


inilitary commander there to release the polit- 
ical conspirators in his custody, threaten- 
ing to oid him responsible if he dis- 
obeyed, promising as a reward for compli- 
aiuce, promotion tothe rank of Commander- 
General..when the Russians arrived, and 
informing him that the penalty of refusal 
would be reduction to the ranks. The com- 
mander informed the troops under his com- 
mand that he had received and declined the 
command, and the soldiers applauded his 
condact. 

Gen. Kaulbars onthe routeto Plevna sum- 
moned the Mayor of the city to meet him, and 
— the official to petition the Czar to occupy 
Bulgaria. 

AN APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE. 

A bureau of parties supporting the Govern- 
ment has issued an appealtothe people and 
army to refuse to allow Gen. Kaulbars to de- 
ceive or bribe them. The appeal says: 
**Rather uphold the honor ofthe country and 
the army and show yourselves worthy of inde- 
pendence.’’ 

A SHARP RETORT. 

The officers of the Shumla garrison have tel- 
egraphed to the Government, asking il itis 
true, as is reported, that Bulgaria intends to 
make war on Russia. The Government has 
promptly denied that any such intention was 
entertained, and warned the inquiring oflicers 
that they would be punished if they again 
questioned the Government about its affairs. 

NOT CHURCHILL. 

BERLIN, October 7.—The British Embassy 
here state that they know nothing concerning 
the alleged arrival here of Lord Randolpn 


Churchill. It is also declared that the 
statement that his lordship is travel- 
ing incognito is untrue. The gentleman 
who registered as Spencer at the 


Kaiserhoff Hotel yesterday and who was jden- 
tified by the correspondent of the London 
News as Lord Randolph Churchill, has been 
traced to Dresden and proven to be the per- 
son he represented himself to bein Berlin. In 
fact, he bears no reseinblance to the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer.

THE IRON AND STEEL INSTITUTE. 
LONDON, October 7.—At the annual meeting 
of the Iron and Steel Institute, held in Lon- 
don yesterday, Daniel Adamson of Manvhester 
was elected President for the ensuing year.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


Fourth Day’s Session of the Richmond Con- 
vention—Packing-House Troubles. 


RICHMOND, Va., October 7.—Before the hour 
of9 had struck,the delegates to the Knights of 
Labor Convention in the several hotels and 
boarding-houses had finished breakfast and 
groups of neatly dressed, intelligent-looking

The hour of ad- 
journment is 12 o’clock, but to-day it was 
nearly 1 o'clock before the recess was taken. 


Wheh the afternoon session began 
the Morrison case Was once more 


taken up. and it was expected to dispose of it 
within an hour, andthe case of the st. Louis 
delegation then proceeded with. It is not ex- 
pected that tuis case will occupy much time as 
no issuses, such as were presented in the 
Morrison case, are involved.

CHICAGO, October 7.—Although no definite

A special 
ineeting of the Exchange will be held, it is 
stated, to enable the commission men to 
notify their customers. Itis now certain that 
the bog-packers have consolidated as well as 
the laboring element. Armour will shut 
down, and it is supposed he will be followed 
by the others. But what wiil be donein the 
beef-killing houses is unknown, and every 
effort tailed to elicit anything regarding them. 
A lock-out would throw 25,000 men out of 
work.

Notices were this morning posted in all the 
stock vards packing houses to tne effect that 
on and after nex; oudar the hours of work 
would be ten instead of eightasis now the 
rule. The notices were signed by nineteen 
firins, comprising all the packers of conse- 
quence in Chicago.

CLEVELAND, [O., October 7.—The situation 
onthe Youngstown Division of the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio Railroad remains sub- 
stantially the same as yesterday. The men 


are determined to remain out until the ad- 
vance in wares isallowed. The local freight 
which is due to leave at 7 o'clock was aban- 
doned. There are now only two crews out on 
the division and it is expected that when these 
trains reachthe city the brakemen will join 
the ranks of the strikers.

CHICAGO, October 7.—Judge Gary, in the 
Criminal Court this morning, overruled the 
motion for a new trial in the cases of the 
eight Anarchists charged with the Haymarket 
massacre, and confirmed the verdict 
of the jury that Spies, Parsons, Fielden, 


Schwab, Engel, Fischer and Lingg should be 
hanged, and that Neebe should suffer impris- 
onment for fuurteen years in the State peniten- 
tiary. The Court did not conclude his deci- 
sion until 12:30 o’clock,and owing to the inter- 
cessions of the counsel for the prisoners he 
deferred passing sentence upon them until 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

This afternoon when Judge Gary asked the 
prisoners if they had anything to offer why 
sentence should not be passed upon them Spies 
stepped forward and began oO a prepared 
speech. While itis not Known with any de- 
gree of certainty, it is stated that December 
8 will be the date named for the execution.

UNSETTLED AND WEAK.

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THE MASCOTTE HORROR. 


AN INQUEST HELD ON THE VICTIMS OF THE 


“STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION. 


Officers of the Mascotte and the Eagle Give 
Contradictory Testimony and Try to Shift 
the Blame—Several ofthe Injured Die at 
the Hospital at Cape Girardeau—Full List 
of the Dead and Injured—A Rural Hero— 
Statement of a Deck Hand—The Bodies 
Recovered, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcu. 

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., October 7.—There are 
few new particulars in regard to the explosion 
of the Mascotte. The Coroner is holding an 
inquest on all the bodies of those 
dead by burns and drowning. 
The captain and pilots of the Eagle were be- 
fore the jury yesterday, but their testimony 
was withdrawn, sv that their words 
cannot be given, but the substance 
they did all in their power 
to reach and rescue the passengers from the 
Mascotte. Ifthey had run near the Mascotte 
they would bave burned their boat, 
Capt. Ebaugh also denounced the crew 
of the Mascotte for cowardice and self- 
preservation and emphasized his statement 
with an oath. Capt. Thompson of the 
Mascotte is now on the stand and says that he 
knew that Capt. Ebaugh’s state-room was 
locked, and that he had trouble getting 
his own pants out of them. He says that if 
Capt. Ebaugh had run the bow of his boat 
avainst the wheelof the Mascotte, he could 
have pushed her ashore without danger of 
fire, as the Eagie has a large deck and the 
cabin sits away back. 

A DECKHAND'S STATEMENT. 

One of the deckhands, Peter Alexander 
of the Eagle, in an interview says: ‘‘I 
was at dinner and I beard the Mascotte’s bell, 
and ran in the guards to see what 
it was. Saw steam and thought she was 
blowing off and went back to my dinner. Soon 
aftersome one said ‘the boat isafire.’ Iran 
out again and saw the black smoke coming out 
amidship from the boiler deck. Capt. Ebaugh 
stood quietly looking at it and smoking 
a cigar, and did no; seem to care 
aheut helping. Some one put off the yaw) 
a I do not believe the Captain knew any- 
thing aboutit’’ The testimony of the Eagle 
officers exonerates thein and denounces the 
Mascotte’s officers.

HEMMED IN BY FLAMES. 


Terrible Plight of Employes in a Burning 
Factory—Roasted Alive. 


NEW York«K, October 7.—A fire broke out this 
morning early inthe four-story factory build- 
ing, Nos. 63 to 67 Bayard street, It is David 
Block’s old tinware factory and has been on 
fire a number of times before. Since 
the tinware factory has been removed, 
Taylor’s cloak manufactory and quilt-makers 
have taken possession of it. Eight different 
firms have shops in it. In the three cloak 
manufactories of Samuel Paul, Joseph Weiner 
and Nathan Fried, on the fourth floor, between 
fifty and seventy-five men, women and chil- 
dren were at work when the fire occurred. 
Samuel Paul’s employes escaped by the east 
stairway, which was unobstructed, to 
the street. The employes of the 
other establishnients could not escape 


by the west stairway, their path being 
blocked by flames and dense smoke to face 
which meant death. The fire was below them 
in Hollander’s quilt factory. The frightened 
employes then made for the roof of the 
building. The last reached the  flat- 
roof with clothes afire, and half smothered. 
Already the just deserted rooms were on fire, 
and to stay on the roof was to perish, because 
the flames were breaking through the scuttle. 
Adjoining the factory was atwo-story house 
with a peak roof. To leap to it was perilous, 
but to remain was certain death. The em- 
ployes shrank back in despair, and a large 
crowd gathered in the street below. 

With shrieks of terror, that were echoed in a 
loud wail from the street, men and women 
flung themselves off. Minnie Rogansky, a 
young woman living at 64 Bayard street, fell 
in the street on her head and was mortally 
hurt, her skull being crushed in. She was 
removed to the hospital. A little boy who 
was clinging to the coping of the peaked 
house was rescued by Paul J. Shappell, an old 
volunteer fireman, with the aid of some citi- 
zens and the police. The police went up on 
the roof of the tall tenement, No. 71, and 
threw a rope down to the factory employes 
still left on the roof of the burning 
building. and they were rescued one 
after the other. Others were taken 
into a window trom the peaked-roofed 
house. Hyman Roberts hurt his arm badly. 
All this took but a few minutes and then the 
police and firemen put up ladders. At this 
time the roof of the factory was on fire, but 
the firemen were soon masters of the situation. 
A close search of the burned rooms soon 
showed that nobody had been burned to death. 
The loss on building and contents will foot up 
$20,000. 


Roasted Alive. 


CHICAGO, October 7.—Two children, a boy, 
aged 10 years and his sister three years 
younger, were burned to deathin their beds 
at No. 1022 Warren avenue by a fire which 
broke out about 2:50 this morning. The house 
is a two-story frame, the home of George 
Davis. The flames were already under great 
headway when discovered by the neighbors 
who turned in an alarm from 
the box at the corner of Wood and 
Madison streets. The occupants of the 


house had not been aroused at the time the 
discovery was made and such as saved them- 
selves were obliged to jumpfrom the upper 
story windows, the first floor of the building 
having been completely enveloped in flames 
by this time. The mother of the children 
burned, was very severely, if not fatally 
injured, and had one arm broken in several 
places. The firemen made desperate en- 
deavors to save the children.

Hopelessly Crippled. 


The Central Committee Will-Call 
a New Convention. 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Fill the 
Vacancies on the List. 


An Important Caucus at Delano’s Office— 
Jacob Klein Refuses to Take Johnson’s 
Place—The Convention to Meet Monday 
—Ballot-Box Stuffing at Democratic Pri. 
maries—Charges of Fraud Against Cen. 
tral Committeemen—Gossip. 


As the quickest and best way out of the 
numerous difficulties into which the Repub- 
licans have been plunged bythe declinations 
of different candidates, prominent members 
of the party have concluded to _  re- 
quest the Central Committee to reconvene 
the delegates to the City Convention and a 
new convention will be held at 
Central Turner Hall next Monday 
morning. A partofthe planis to secure the 
withdrawal of all of the candidates remaining 
on the ticket and nominate a full ticket. 

At a meeting of the Republican Vity Central 
Committee, last night, Messrs. J. D. Johnson 
and Dave Murphy withdrew from the Repub- 
lican ticket as candidates for the offices of 
Circuit Judge and Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction respectively. This action was 
influenced by the decision of J. P. Vastine to 
accept the nomination for Criminal Judge. 

At 10 o’clock this morning a meeting of rep- 
resentative Republican lawyers was held at the 
office of Rufus J. Delano, Chairman of the Re- 
publican City Central Committee, called by 
Mr. Delano for the purpose of selecting 
good candidates for Circuit Judge and 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
to recommend to the Central Committee 
suitable persons to fill the vacancies occa- 
sioned by the withdrawal of Messrs. Johnson 
and Murphy. Among those present were 
Messrs. Smith P. Galt, Seneca N. Taylor, Pol- 
lard and Fisher. Mr. Jake Klein,who had re- 
ceived an invitation, dropped in toward the 


end of the caucus. 

Mr. Delano stated briefly to the gentlemen 
the object of the meeting, and a discussion 
followed on the merits of several candidates 
whose names were proposed. For Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction Mr. 
Charlies F. Joy appeared to be 
the favorite. There being some doubt as 
to Mr. Joy’s willingness to goon the ticket, 
one of the gentlemen stated positively that 
Mr. Joy had informed him this morning that 
he would accept the nomination on condition 
that a good man was selected for Circuit 
Judge. A candidate for Cireuit Judge 
was selected and after alittle delay the gen- 
tleman wascommunicated with and informed 
of the action ofthe caucus. In response he 
appeared before the caucus and asked until 2 
o’ clock this afternoon to consider the matter. 
The caucus after granting the request ad- 
journed. 

Mr. Jacob the candidate re- 
ferred to as the’ selection of the 
caucus at Chairman Delano’s office this 
morning, at 2o’clock this afternoon sent word 
to Mr. Delano that under the circumstances 
he would not consent to be a candidate before 
the Central Committee for the nomination for 
Circuit Judge. 

Chairman Delano was seen at his office this 
afternoon. When asked what course he 
deemed most advisable under the peculiar 
circurnstances he said: 

‘*‘There are now four vacancies on the 
ticket. Lam surethat when the convention 
delegated to the Central Committee au- 
thority to ‘fill any vacancies which 
might occur, it did not have in view the filling 
ot more than one position, or at 
best two. The nomination of Circuit 
Judge and Judge of the Court 
of Correction—in fact, for any judicial po- 
sitions, are of too much iuiportance 
be be filled by the committee at 
a few days’ notice. The judicial 
oflices should be filled by the best men on 
both sides. Asa member of the Central Com- 
mittee Ido not propose to assume a share of 
the responsibility of filling these vacancies. 
I have endeavored to smooth over the difficul- 
ties in the party ranks and avoid a climax. 
The convention simply adjourned, but not 
finally, audcan be reconvened inafew days. 

‘*This morning I called a number of promi- 
nent Republicans together, such as Messrs. 
Ellis, Kiein, Taylor, Pollard, Fisher, Nagel and 
Rassieur, to consult upon the most available 
candidates for judicial positions, but we 
reached no determination. Democrats 
under similar circumstances heid a 
new convention several years ago. 
Delegates to our convention after learning 
what has transpired are entitled to be heard 
and I think it advisable to call the 
convention together again. A num- 
ber of prominent Republicans concur 
with mein this opinion, and the matter will 
be brought to the attention of the Central 
Committee at its meeting to-morrow,’’ 

VASTINE’S ACCEPTANCE. 

Mr. Vastine’s letter of acceptance is as fol- 
lows: 

Rufus J. Delano, Esq., Chairman Republican City 

Committee: 

DEAR Sir—I herewith accept the nomination 
for the oftice of Judge of the Criminal Court of 
St. Louis, tendered me by the City Republican 
Convention, 

Ihave delayed my letter of acceptance for 
the reason that I have been notitied, and it bas 
been stated in the public press, that some of 
the other nominées were going to force me off 
the ticket; and, as I cannot be driven and will 
not withdraw under fire, I wisbed the opposi- 
tion to exhaust its ammunition, that | might 
learn, 80 far as possible, what open charges, 
if any, were made against me, that I might 
answer them once for allinthis letter of ac- 
ceptance, rather than in newspaper contro- 
versy. No man will expect me to notice 
covert attacks and insinuations that are made 
during a campaign by the assassin of char- 
acter, ‘‘who lieth in wait’’ to do his secret 
work. 

Iam complained of, First, That I was guilty 
of unprofessional conduct in the release of a 
deed of trust belonging to Mr. J. P. Mullally, 
and the day after my nomination extracts 
from the case of Thomas vs. Johnson, where 
the facts relating to the release were inquired 
into, were garbled and thrown at me as a 
mud-ballin a three column publication of the 
Republican of the 2d inst. My full reply to the 
attack, published in the Republican of the 3d, 
and giving the true history of the matter, must 
have, been sufficient for any just man, even 
had not Mr. Muilally, than whom there is no 
more respectabie or honorable man in this 
city, over his own signature, in the Republi- 
can of the same date, deciared that ‘‘Mr. 
Vastine, in the matter. of the release 
of Maurice deed of trust, carried out 
our agreement and understanding to 
my entire satisfaction, with the same 
fidelity that has always marked his conduct.’’ 

Mr. Mullally is a Democrat, but with the

j honorthat has always characterized him, he 


would not see even a political opponent falsely 
accused and be silent. 

secondly, The next charge is, that while 
practicing my profession, I have for a few 
years been interested in the tivery sS@ble at 
Olive street and Lindell avenue. This charge 
is true, and I have no apology to make for it. 
The livery business is a respectable business, 
and many most respectable men in this city 
are engaged init. It should not be to my dis- 
credit if, so different from many lawyers, I 
have by prudence and economy saved some- 
thing from my practice and invested itina 
legitimate way. But if any gentleman on the 
ticket is so msthetic that he feels 1 ought to be 
snubbed on that account, Le can withdraw; or 
he can remain and we will take the verdict of 
the people at the polis by the vote received for 
each of us. 

It is proper for me, though, to state, that if 
am elected I intend to pe of my busine 
interest, so that, though I do notjive it any 
personal supervision, [may be untrammelied 
to devote ali of my time to the full and ener- 
gétic discharge of my judicial dutids. 

Thirdly, Another charge against 


me is, that ' 


Iwas the attorney for Warren F. MoChesne , 
and am now on his bond in his appeal ns e 
Supreme Court. This is also true, and I ave 
no apology to make for it. It is well mows 
that lawyers frequently f° on their c = 
bonds when they believe they can trust them; 
that in case of the affirmance of their convic- 
tion they will have the manhood to take = 

enalty, and not betray their confidence by 
Fight. In this case the bond is good, while 
too often it has proven to be nothing but 
straw. It is so well known that if 
the McChesney case is reversed it will not 
be tried before me, but by some other Judge, 
as is always done in every case, civil and crim- 
inal, where the judge presiding in the court 
has been an attorney on either side of the 


cause. 

Fourthly, I also learn that the general charge 
is made against me that, asI have not devoted 
the latter years to the practice of the criminal 
law, I am not properly fit todischarge the 
duties of Judge of the Criminal Court. In 
answer, it may be 5 ye to refer to the fact 
that for four years I was Assistant Circuit 
Attorney of that Court, and for two years 
more I was its Circuit Attorney. 

But it is my opinion thac it is best that the 
Judge should net come upon the bench fresh 
from the surroundings and aroma of the 
Four Courts, and this opinion is greatly 
strengthened by the judicial administration of 
Judge Van Wagoner. He had scarcely ever 
been seen in the Criminal Court; but he has 
so discharged the duties of Judge as to com- 
mend him to the good opinion of all good 
citizens, and he has held his course with such 
impartiality, dignity and high character that 
nearly ali the practitioners at his barand the 
hangers-on about his court combined against 
him and have gotten their revenge in his 
defeat for a renomination. 

I might have remained silent, for, while Il am 
not yet fully able to prove, Ihave every reason 
to believe that the opposition to me has not 
been made, by all the parties thereto, in good 
faith, for the reasons stated; but it haa its 
inception in a secret and sinster scheme by 
personal and professional friends of my 
opponent on the Democratic ticket in his 
interest and advantage. But I have preferred 
to meet the attack openly, and I have referred 
to all the charges that have been made against 
me that I know of, and I am ready to be tried, 
with the other candidates, at the bar of public 
opinion in the canvass, with or without their 
co-operation, or that of the press of our own 
party, without any fear of the result in the 
election returns. 

Now, if any candidate wishes to pose asa 
mock-martyr, by withdrawing from the ticket 
because I willnot, itis his privilege; but he 
should be careful that, he can consistently sus- 
tain the role of, ‘‘I1 am holier than thou,’’ 
and it is to be hoped that he will never submit 
his name to a convention again. 

I have been a resident of this city for thirty 
years, and while never a partisan, have al- 
ways been a consistent Republican. Tbe con- 
vention that nominated us was composéd of 
as respectable gentiemen as ever graced any 
convention. 1 was nominated by the vote of 
ninety delegates out of 146. How large a 
majority ought a candidate to have before the 
choice is binding upon all? Having been 
nominated, I shall not betray the trust re- 
posed in me by my friends; and if elected, I 
shall bring to the discharge of the duties of 
the office an industry that will never flag, and 
a devotion to duty that will insure the prompt 
and firm execution of the laws.

The first news of the opposition in the Re- 
publican party to Judge Vastine’s candidacy 
and the subsequent developments in- 
cluding an announcement in ad- 
vance of Vastine’s intention to 
accept the nomination, was published in 
detail in the Post-DispaTcH. At last night’s 
meeting of the Republican Central Committee, 
the correspondence between Messrs. Vastine, 
Johnson and chairman Delano was made pub- 
lic. It is rather sharp and pointed on 
all sides; butit only confirms the statements 
previously published in the columns of the 
POST-DISPATCE. 

THE CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr. Vastine opened the correspondence 
with the following letter:

In 
answer, I desiré to say that neither in the past 
have l entertained, nor do I now entertain any 
feeling of personal antagonism towards you, 
so that there can be no occasion for a truce 
or burial of the hatchet. 

At the same time I ain opposed to your can- 
didacy upon the Republican city ticket for 
the position of Judge of the Criminal Court, 
and candidly admitto you that 1 cannot sup- 
port you in your canvasstherefor.

The position which I am compelled to as- 
sume by virtue of my position as Chairman of 
the Republican Central Committee is not a 
pleasant one lcan assure you, but believing 
that my duty is paramount to any personal 
friendly feelings and that the good of the Re- 
publican party and the present ticket is at 
stake, I whould, therefore, advise that you 
write me ashort letter declining the accept- 
ance of the nomination.

It would be impossible for you to 
remove the objections I entertain to your can- 
didacy, or satisfy me of your eligibility for the 
position to which yeuaspire. in the face .of 
your professional career,the circumstances at- 
tending your nomination and the develop- 
ments affecting you personally as well as 
professionally in the case of Johnson vs.

planation would necessarily have little effect 
upon the conclusions I have reached. Hence 
itis useless for us to parley further.

Trouble Ahead. 

Not to be outdone by the quarrel in the Re- 
publican ranks over the party nominees, the 
Democrats promise to come to the front with 
a squabble of theirown over the means re- 
sorted to by ceftain central committeemen to 


carry the Democratic primaries for the elec- 
tion of delegates tothe last convention. It is 
charged that the action ofthe Commi on 
Credentials, in the nvention P, 
in accepting the returns A. 
the judges and clerks of election 
as final and admitting del ions holding the 
judges’ certificates, without investigatin the 
charges made against them by opposing dele- 

ations, was part of a scheme to protect CO. CO. 

affit and seat the Tenth Ward delegation. It 
is stated as a fact that when Alex. Cudmore 
representing the anti-Mafiit delegation, et 
at the committee-room door and asked if he 
was wanted to agg on the contest, he re- 
ceived a negative reply, and a short time 
afterwards Maffit was called for and ad- 
mitted to the room to _ tell what 
he knew about the election. Subsequently 
Cudmore made another effort to get his case 
before the committee, but failed to accomplish 
his purpose. The contest was subsequently 
Geckaed ta Maffit’s favor. 

The charge that other contesting delegations 
were sacrificed in order that the committee 
might adopt a general rule of action with ref- 
erence to contests for the purpose of saving 
Maffit is borne ont by the fact that the contest- 
ing delegations in the Fourth and Twenty- 
fourth Wards had very strong cages, with 
rf) preponderance of evidence in 
their possession showing that fraud 
had been practiced at the primaries, In the 
Twenty-fourth Ward the party opposed to 
Geo. McDermott, Central Commmitteeman, were 
denied the presence of a representative in the 
polling places, in direct violation of a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Democratic Central Com- 
mittee. At the Clardy Congressional prima- 
ries, when both parties had equal representa- 
tion, the anti-McDermott crowd polled a ma- 
jority of 196 votes. In the last primaries Dem- 
ocrats opposed to McDermott were forcibly 
ejected fromthe polls. The anti-McDermott 
party, to the number of 503 voters, have 
avreed to bolt the ticket unless the Central 
Committee will give thema new election for 
Central Committeeman. 

In the Fourth Ward the McGarry, or anti- 
committeeman party, charge that the number 
of votes polled by Committeeman Moore ex- 
ceeded the actual registration ofthe party ir 
the ward. In spite of the fact that the con 
testing delegations from the Fourth and 
Twenty-fourth Wards supported their cases 
with affidavits they were thrown out after 
scant consideration. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

Discussing the action of the Committee on 
Credentials of the Democratic convention 
with a PostT- DISPATCH reporter this morning, 
Mr. Fred Young, a Democratic Central Com- 
mitteeman from the Twenty-third ward, who 
was amember of the Credentials Committee, 
said: ‘*Yes, am cognizant of the 
high-handed action of the committee 
in ignorin the contests in the 
Fourth, Tenth and Twenty-fourth Wards. I 
was on the committee and fought hard in the 
interests of gg Why, it was a d—— shame 
the way Swift, Fruin and that crowd carried 
on. ILama good Democrat, and am opposed 
to riding down any man without giving him 
a square deal. This the committee re- 
fused to do, and inthe face of the most glaring 
evidences of fraud and ballot-box stuffing, a 
man by the name of Sweeney, who was used 
as a cat’s-paw, moved thatthe returns of the 
judges be accepted as final. I fought the mo- 
tion, claiming thatthe judges had been ap- 
pointed by the Central Committeemen and 
were, of course, friends of the committee, 
and that where evidences of corruption ex- 
isted it was our duty to investigate the 
charges, particularly when the charges 
were supported by  aflidavits as was 
the case in the contests in the wards men- 
tioned. Why, inone precinct in the Fourth 
Ward contest, the books of the Recorder of 
Voters were produced, showing that in the 
last election Francis received about 300 votes 
and Ewing about the same number, makinga 
total of about 600 votes polled by both parties; 
yet the returns of the committeeman’s judges 
showed that 972 votes were cast at the Demo- 
cratic primary in that precinct. Now, if 
this is not sufficient prima facie evidence 
of ballot-box stuffing, then I don’t 
know what fraudis. In spite of this showing, 
however, a majority of the committee sup- 
ported the motion of Mr. Sweeney, and there 
was no investigation of charges in the other 
contests. As soon as I saw the drift of affairs 
I remark that it was a shame that such pro- 
eeedings should disgrace a Democratic con- 
vention and quit the fight, for it was all cut 
and dried.’’

THE CATTLE CONTAGION, 


The Dairy Interest of Chicago Taking Ac. 
tion—The Afflicted Cattle. 


CHICAGO, October 7,—The condition of affairs 
about the quarantined cattle sheas is especially 
unchanged. While there was a smaller per- 
centage of deaths among the animals yester- 
day, there was a slight increase in the number 
oO: cases reported, and anxiety among stock- 
men was greater than on the previous day. 

Dr. DeWolf paida visit tothe infected dis- 
trict late in the day, probably for the purpose 
of satisfying himself as to the manner in 
which the order.for the separation of the 
sick and well animals was being carried out. 
The condition of affairs was evidently not gsat- 


isfactory, for on his return he held a consulta- 
tion with City Attorney Washburne relative to 
the promulgation of his order prohibiting the 
sale of distillery milk. The order wag 
completed and will go into effect to-day. 
Health officers will be placed at each of the 
distilleries to compel submission to the order. 
A delegation of milkmen, representing the 
milk interests of three of the largest distiller- 
ies, headed by A. 5. Trude, 
waited on the State Board last 
night to pray for relief from the threat- 
ened interference with their business. Mr. 
Trude made a short speech in which he said 
that, asthe State had placed a quarantine at 
the sheds and had taken charge of the 
cattle, it should pay for their keeping. If 
the men were prohibited from disposing of 
their milk or reaping any revenue from the 
animals,the powe1 which prevented them from 
80 ae must feed the cattle. He quoted de- 
cisions from the Supreme Court of Ohio and 
other States on this point, and undertook to 
warn the commission that it would be made 
the basis of future litigation unless due heed 
were paid toit. The board held a consulta- 
tion, but arrived at no definite conclusion in 
regard tothe matter. It will probably seek 
legal advice to-day.

A BUSY SESSION OF THE TOILERS AT 
APOLLO THEATER TO-DAY. 


Organization Fffected by Wards and Com- 
mittees Named—Proposition to Put a Full 
City and Congressional and Legislative

CUTE CHURCHILL. 


THE CONSERVATIVE PRESS AGITATED OVER 


HIS DARTFORD SPEECH. 


A Specimen of Tory Inconsistency—Specu- 
lations as to Churchill’s Alleged Visit to 
Berlin—Gen. Kaulbars’ Thorny Path in 
Bulgaria—The Russian Agent Roundly 
Abused on all Sides—A Regiment’s Re- 
volt—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDonN, October 7.—While Churchill is con- 
cealing his mission in Berlin under the 
cognomen of Mr. Spencer the Conservative 
press here are still agitated by the doubt 
whether his Dartford speech expressed the 
real programme of the Government or 
whether it was peculiar to himself. 
The St. ‘James’ Gazette has vainly asserted 
the Conservative press has not declared in 
support of Churchill’s programme, but is 
waiting to see whether it is an authorized one. 
This is quite untrue, for the Standard, Globe 
and even the ultra Conservative Guardian 
have swallowed the whole programme. 
Outside of London there are few Con- 
servative papers of influence, but every 
one of them have gone with Churchill, 
The Standard says: ‘‘The truth is that 
these measures may be either Conservative or 
Radical, according to the spirit in which they 
are approached. -It is enough to say, at pres- 
ent, that there is not one among the number 
which need cause+ the smallest anxiety 
to the most conscientious Conservative.’’ 
The above would be hard to beat as aspeci- 
men of Tory inconsistency. 

The Berlin correspondents are convinced 
that ‘‘Mr. Spencer’’ has cometo confer with 
Count Herbert Bismarck at the Foreign Office, 
from which his hotel is but a stone’s throw, 
and that he Will proceed to Vuarzin to confer 
personally with Bismarck. 


Bulgaria. 


RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE. 
PARIS, October 7.—The Journal des Debats, 
referring to Lord Randolph Churchili’s Dart- 
ford speech, says: ‘‘Russia will little heed 


Austrian dissatisfaction or English theoretical 
protests so long as she can rely on Germany's 
ussent or indifference to her policy in the 
Balkans.’’ 

ROUGH ON KAULBARS. 

La France says: ‘‘Gen. Kauibars, not con- 
tent with rendering Russia odious in Bulgaria, 
mukes her also ridiculous. Heis,’’ adds the 
paper, “un commis voyageur en revolution.’’ 

CHURCHILL’S VISIT TO BERLIN. 

LONDON, October 7.—The Standard this 
morning says: ‘‘Assuredly business, not 
pleasure, is taking Lord Randolph Churchill 
to Berlin. For an English Minister to go to 
Berlin and not to see Bismarck is like a visit to 
Rome without seeing St. Peter’s. We appre- 
ciate the talents and recognize the growing 
distinction of Lord Randolph. We may almost 
claim him as a pupil, because since he 
gained his present position he has 
abandoned the foolish schoolboy tricks 
which disfigured his earlier career. His 
trip to Berlin is evidence of a new departure 
in diplomacy—the introduction of direct, in- 
stead of ambassadorial communications.’’ 
The Standard endeavors to refute the state- 
ment that Churchill has adopted Radical 
measures. It says, alluding to the Dartford 
speech: ‘‘Assuming—which is at present only 
an assumption—that it isthe authorized Gov- 
ernment programme, what is there to alarm 
the most cautious Conservative? The 
truth is, all the proposed measures 
may be conservative or radical, according to 
the spiritin which they are approached. The 
Dartiord speech affords no ground whatever 
for the belief that the Government contem- 
plates astonishing the world with a daring or 
eccentric policy fikely to undermine the sta- 
bility of Conservative interests. There is 
nothing at variance with Conservative tra- 
ditions in the new programme.’’ 

GOING FOR KAULBARS. 

SOFIA, October 7.—The new newspaper, In- 
dependent Bulgaria, stigmatizes Gen. Kaul- 
bars as a‘‘rebe! fomenting rebellion among 
the people and army.’’ It also urges tue Gov- 
ernmentto ‘‘bind Gen. Kaulbars and send 
him across thefrontier.’’ 

A PLUCKY COMMANDER, 

The Government has notified the foreign 
consuls at Sofia that Gen. Kaulbars, through 
the Russian Consul at Rustchuk, ordered the 
military commander there to release the polit- 
ical conspirators in his custody, threaten- 
ing to oid him responsible if he dis- 
obeyed, promising as a reward for compli- 
auce, promotion tothe rank of Commander- 
General..when the Russians arrived, and 
informing him that the penalty of refusal 
would be reduction to the ranks. The com- 
mander informed the troops under his com- 
mand that he had received and declined the 
command, and the soldiers applauded his 
conduct. 

Gen. Kaulbars onthe routeto Plevna sum- 
moned the Mayor of the city to meet him, and 
urged the official to petition the Czar to occupy 
Bulgaria. 

AN APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE. 

A bureau of parties supporting the Govern- 
ment has issued an appealtothe people and 
army to refuse to allow Gen. Kaulbars to de- 
ceive or bribe them. The appeal says: 
**Rather uphold the honor ofthe country and 
the army and show yourselves worthy of inde- 
pendence,’’ 

A SHARP RETORT. 

The officers of the Shumla garrison have tel- 
egraphed to the Government, asking il itis 
true, as is reported, that Bulgaria intends to 
make war on Russia. The Government has 
promptly denied that any such intention was 
entertained, and warned the inquiring oflicers 
that they would be punished if they again 
questioned the Government about its affairs. 

NOT CHURCHILL. 

BERLIN, October 7.—The British Embassy 
here state that they know nothing concerning 
the alleged arrival here of Lord Randolph 
Churehill. It is also declared that the 
statement that his lordship 1s_ travel- 
ing incognito is untrue. The gentieman 
who registered as Spencer at the 
Kaiserhoff Hotel yesterday and who was iden- 
tified by the correspondent of the London 
News as Lord Randolph Churchill, has been 
traced to Dresden and proven to be the per- 
son he represented himself to bein Berlin. In 
fact, he bears no reseinblance to the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer.

THE IRON AND STEEL INSTITUTE.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


Fourth Day’s Session of the Richmond Con- 
vention—Packing-House Troubles. 


RICHMOND, Va., October 7.—Before the hour 
of9 had struck,the delegates to the Knights of 
Labor Convention in the several hotels and 
boarding-houses had finished breakfast and 
groups of neatly dressed, intelligent-looking 


men were seen proceeding toward Armory 
Hall through every street leading to it. Fif- 
teen minutes of* ten, the hour (fixed 
for the beginning of the session, gven 
the latest stragglers had arrived and 
the work of the fourth day was under way. As 
to the details of that work the four walls of the 
Armory barred out the outer world into at 
leust temporary ignorance, and not until the 
close of the session could even such informa- 
tion as was decided should be mude public be 
looked for. 

At the elose of the morning session matters 
were exactly in the same condition as they 
were last night. The discussion of the Mor- 
rison case, which had been begun, 
was resumed immediately after the opening 
of the session, and was continued until the 
adjournment for dinner. The hour of ad- 
journment is 12 o’clock, but to-day it was 
neurly 1 o’clock before the recess was taken. 
When the afternoon session began 
the Morrison case was once more 
taken up. and it was expected to dispose of it 
within an hour, andthe case of the st. Louis 
delegation then proceeded with. It is not ex- 
pected that tuis case will occupy much time as 
no issuses, such as were presented in the 
Morrison case, are involved. 


The Packing-House Employes. 


CHICAGO, October 7.—Although no definite 
information has been given out by the pack-

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FrRoM a source not unfriendly to Mr. 
BLAINE comes a reminder of the fact that 
Senator JOUN SHERMAN, whois such a loud 
shouter for monopoly tariffs, was one of 
the men who committed the Republican 
party to the policy of encourag- 
ing the importation of — foreign 
pauper labor? or contract labor, 
to enable the protected monopolists 
to reduce the wages of the American 
laborers who are taxed on all they use 
and wear for the benefit of the protected 
monopolists. ‘An act to encourage immi- 


gration,’’ passed when both Houses were 
Republican in 1864, was nothing more nor 
less than an act to facilitate and encour- 
age the importation of contract labor. 
It provided for a salaried Commis- 
sioner with a corps of salaried 
clerks to look -after the Transpor- 
tation of the imported laborers; exempted 
the latter from military service, and pro- 
vided for the‘enforcement by the United 
States Courts of any contract pledging 
the laborer’s wages for a year in payment 
of any money advanced to him by the la- 
bor importer, and even made such ad- 
vance a valid lien upon any land the la- 
borer might acquire in this coun- 
try. under the homestead act, or upon 
any other property he might otherwise 
acquire. Under this law swarms of labor- 
ers have been imported to reduce wages 
and then return to their foreign homes. 
Yet JOHN SHERMAN, who now opposes 
tariff revision as a menace to the wages of 
labor, was not only active in urging the 
passage of this law, but in one of his 
speeches for it declared that ‘“wages were 
very high,’’ and that the country needed 


importation to reduce them. 
ee 


MORE CITY TAXES. 

« The last Legislature of Missouri refused 
to submit a Prohibition amendment for 
ratification or rejection by the people at 
the polls. Although such submission was 
petitioned for by a large and respectable 
body of voters, the Legislature held, in 
substance, that a Prohibition amendment 
ought not to be submitted to the voters of 
the State until a majority of them had 
petitioned for it and insured its adoption 
by pledging themselves to vote for it. 

But the same Legislature coolly resub- 
mitted another proposed Constitutional 
amendment which had just been sub- 
mitted tothe people at the request ofa 
few individuals, and which had received 
but 128,296 of the 441,900 votes that were 
cast at the same election for State officers. 
Not only had 213,604 voters who went to 
the polis refused to vote for it, but 148, 762 
had taken the trouble to vote against it. 

This amendment, which the Legislature 
insisted on submitting to the people again 
after they had declared so emphatically 
that they did not want it and would hot 
have it, was one extending the Constitu- 
tional limit on taxation so as to permit 
municipal authorities to exceed that limit 
by levying an additional tax of 15 cents on 
the $100 for street or road improvements, 
and the people of St. Louis are now asked 
to vote for this amendment so as to enable 
our Municipal Assembly tolevy such tax. 

This would raise the tax rate in St. Louis 
from $2.55 to $2.70 on the $100. Are our 
tax-payers willing to confer this power on 
the Municipal Assembly? Are those prop- 
erty-holders who have just paid assess- 
ments of over $2,000,000 for the recon- 
struction of certain streets eager to sub- 
mit to an additional tax on the same prop- 
erty for the reconstruction of streets milés 
away? 

A tax of $2.55 on property in St. Louis, 
where the larger part of the real estate is 
assessed at its full value, isas highas a 
tax rate of $7.65 on the $100 would be in 
Chicago, where property is asséssed below 
80 per cent of its value; and a 15 cents ad- 
dition to the tax rate of St. Louis would 
be equivalent to a 45 cents addition to the 
tax rate of Chicago. 

What will St. Louis gain by being the 
most heavily taxed city in the world? Will 
it bring her more trade customers, lighten 
the burden of her industries or bring cap- 
ital here for investment in real estate and 
buildings?

SENATOR SHERMAN has opened his cam- 


paign for the Republican nomination with 
a plea for the bullion equalization of coin- 
age by putting a third more silver into the 
silver dollar. The opponents of such 
equalization take the ground that the 
silver now in’ the silver dollar is ‘‘just as 
‘‘valuable measured by every product of 
**‘human labor except gold, as it has been 
*‘‘for a hundred years.” They produce 
immense tables of market values 
for generations past in proof of their 
assertion and they claim therefore that, 
if it is necessary to equalize the bullion 
values of our gold and silver coins, the 
only just way is by reducing the gold in 
the gold coin to the silver dollar standard. 
To bring our coinage up to the appre- 
ciated gold standard would,’ they 
say, be legalizing an additien of 30 
per cent to the purchasing power 
of money; thereby forcing a_ corre- 
sponding reduction in the market value of 
all labor products except gold, and adding 
30 per cent to all debts or evidénces of 
debt while destroying 30 per cent of the 
market value of property and products— 
the debtor’s means of payment. The just 
and proper solution of the equaiization 
problem may be found somewhere between 
the two extremes, or a big change in the 
relative output of gold and silver from 
the mines may eventually solve it without 
any change of our coins. In the mean- 
time Mr. SHERMAN will always be ready 
to shift his position on the question to any 
ground which may seem to place him in 
easy reach of the Presidency. 
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Mr. HENRY GEORGE’s land nationaliza- 
tion hobby is the impracticable and harm- 
less vagary of a man who claims to bea 
Jeffersonian Democrat, and of course he 
is denounced as an ‘‘agrarian, a ley- 
eler. and a Jacobin” or Socialist, 
just as JEFFERSON was denounced. 
But Mr. GerorGe’s land crotchet is 
something wholly apart from the 
duties and qualifications of a Mayor for 
New York City, where intelligence, firm 
integrity and zealous earnestness for re- 
form in the interest of good and clean

| orthodoxy on the land question. Many 


thousand voters who take no stock 
in Mr. GrorGr’s peculiar theories in 
regard to the main cause of labor troubles 
seem to regard him asa man possessing 
the very character and qualifications 
necessary to inaugurate municipal reform 
in New York, and the mere fact that he 
has the ear and the confidence of the labor 
organizations in that city is not a suffi- 
cient reason for denouncing him as ® 
Socialist or anarchist, or for predicting 
that his election will encourage working- 
men ‘‘to make strikes effective by the use 
‘‘of the bludgeon, the pistol and the 


‘‘torch.”’ As the New York WoORLD 
remarks to those who seem to be 
afraid of a workingman’s triumph 


‘of the majority of the 
‘‘workingmen were in favor of any non- 
‘‘sense of that kind they would not need 
‘‘the incentive of a large vote for Mr. 
‘‘GEORGE tolead them on. The truth of 
“the matter is that this country is in the 
“hands of workingmen, and is entirely 
‘‘safe notwithstanding. Some working- 
‘‘men differ from others,but the wiser ones 
‘‘will hold things level in the long run.’’ 

TENNESSEE has two reformed city gov- 
ernments about which we find interesting 
letters in the Southern Bivouac. In Nash- 
ville the people think they have taken 
their city affairs out of the hands of the 
ward politicians by substituting a council 
of ten, elected on a general ticket, in the 
place of the two old boards, and putting 
the*business of the city in the hands of a 
board of public works composed of well- 
paid business men. In Memphis they 
have, in place of the old form of munici- 
pal government, a legislative council, in 
which it is said politics do not count. The 
writer of one of these letters says: 

The management of a city’s affairs is simply 
business, justas much business as operating a 
railroad.. Politicians—even a much higher class 
than ward politicians—cannot transact busi- 
ness. The experience of all our cities, with- 
out anexception, is that ward politicians have 
no more fitness forthe business to be trans- 
acted ina city than pirates would have for 
holding a religious service. It may be set 
down as a fixed fact that a gang of politicians 
could not run a henhouse. 

In all the great cities of this country, as 
wellas in the smaller ones, this sort of 
talk about the ward politicians is an old 
familiar sound. But how long will these 
experimental novelties in city govern- 
ment be at work before the ward politi- 
cian will be manipulating them also? How 
is he to be entirely frozen out of any system 
based upon local self-government by and 
through the ballot-box? How much worse 
is he than the majority by whose consent 
his mischievous power? 
Whenever the people take a notion to 
down him for his devilment they can do 
so under the old forms as readily as under 
the new.

Conspiracy Laws. 
From the Chicago Tribune. : 

Within the last year it has been demonstrated 
in New York and Pennsylvania that the stat- 
utes are ample for the punishment of laboring 
men who combine lawlessly to advance wages 
by injuring the business or property of em- 
ployers, preventing other men from working 
by violence or intimidation, or performing 
acts opposed to the public welfare. Even 
boycotting, which is known to the law simply 
as a ‘‘conspiraey to restrain trade,’’ has been 
crushed out bythe New York and Pennsy}l- 
vania courts, and it Is now fully established 
that no such persecuting conspiracies will be 
tolerated. 

Gov. Pattison has now discovered a combi- 
nation immeasurably more oppressive and 
conscienceless and injurious than an ordinary 
boycott—a conspiracy of millionaires to re- 
strain the production and transportation of 
anthracite coal, produce an artificial winter 
and dear steam-power, and enrich themselves 
by speculating in the miseries of the poor and 
the crippling of manufacturers. These con- 
spirators did not distribute trades-union cir- 
culars in front of bakeries and shoe-shops and 
cabinetmaker-shops, but they gathered about 
rosewood tables in a Wall street parior and 


oo 


estimated the throttling of trade necessary 
to produce the most abnormal’ prices of coal 
possible. Why are these conspirators not 
lodged in jail or required to give bail for 
their crime? The ordinary boyootter or 
trade-unionist mobber might plead poverty 
or necessity as an excuse for his efforts to re- 
strain trade and oppose the public good, but 
the plutocratic conspirators in the coal ring 
acted only from the promptings of inordinate 
greed. Already fattened on ill-gotten gains, 
and with no excuse for demanding more, they 
proposed to secure further slices from the 
poor man’s loaf by compelling him to restrict 
his dealingsS with the baker and the butcher, 
and grocer in order to get fuel to keep his 
family from freezing. When have laboring 
men engaged in a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade and against the common welfare that 
will equal that of the coal ring, or even com- 
pare with it in point of lawlesness, cupidity 
and inhumanity?

The Pooling System Ended. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Broad-guage railroad managers who are 
willing to see and understand the popular 
finger-boards which are vistble all along their 
highways, will accept the lesson that the pool- 
ing system in coal and freight combinations is 
ended in Pennsylvania. There is room for 
protracted and costly litigation in resisting 
the inevitable, but both judicial decisions and 
new statutes will unite to make the pooling 
system a thing of the past. 

Like all public evils, the pooling system has 
hastened its own overthrow. In ordinary 
seasons, when industry and capital were 
prosperous and little or no agitation of cor- 
porate encroachments, the pooling system 
could be maintained; but it has finally come 
to a square issue with both the law 
and crystallized public sentiment and it is 
practically ended. Being the creations of the 
State under liberal franchises, the corpora- 
tions now called to legal account by the Gov- 
ernor and Attorney-General, are amenable to 
the law to an extent much beyond the ac- 
countability of industrial enterprise; and 
even it the courts should hesitate, the 
Legislature will begin where the courts stop 
and efface the vicious pooling system from the 
customs of the commonwealth. There will be 
desperate resistance, butthe more desperate 
the resistance, the more sweeping will be the 
ovesthrow of the system and the greater in- 
jury will be inflicted upon corporate interests 
by the overthrow.

No one at the capital misses Thurman more 
than Senator Edmunds. With the Ohio states: 
wan these two formed that illustrious coterie 
among which Roscoe Conkling and Secretary 
Bayard loved to linger, whether it wasto dis- 
cuss affairs of State or partake of the far- 
famed Senatorial tea. These gatherings, held 
always inone ofthe committee rooms, were 
the delight ofall who there cume together, 
but beyond those named few others could 
obtain admission, though they sought it in 
every way.

When Thurman gave way, to besuc- 
ceeded by Garfield, the first break in the chain 
was made. Then Conkling dropped out, and, 
later, Bayara and Garland went into Cleve- 
land’s Cabinet. Of that illustrious group only 
Edmunds now remains, and he is inconsolable 
in his mourning for those whom he really 
loved and missed, 


Moneycrat Selfishness, 
From the New York WORLD. 

The proposition of the National banks to 
bave the Treasury hold uncancelled, as the 
basis for continned note circulation, called 3 
per cent bonds, is simply an assumption that 
the interests of the taxpayer, and even the 
laws of Congress, must be subordinated to 
their convenience and profit. 

The law is so clear that no honest doubt can 
exist asto its meaning. It requires a deposit 
of ‘‘interest-bearing bonds’’ as the basis of 
circulation. When a call maturesthe called 
bonds are no longer interest bearing. They 
are, intheeye of the law, retire? securities 
that require only the passing of money alread 7 
provided for their payment to insures their 
cancellation. 

The country is not suffering so badly for 
currency that it will wink at any violation of 
the law in the interests of the National banks 
to secure it. The suggestion of the evasion is 
another instance of the selfishness of the mon- 
eyed classes in seeking to control the Govern- 
ment in their interest.

It is an 
old institution, but never betore has it fol- 
lowed so much remarkable success in such 
remarkable succession. 

All the banks and the Clearing House were 
closed. The Merchants’ Exchange was locked 
and barred. Up atthe Barn, as the City Hall 
is familiarly known, there was hardly 
& sound of life. The Post-oftice 
was as nearly closed as the 
regulations permitted, only one carrier deliv- 
ery being made. Wholesale and _ retail 
houses, factories and shops without nuinber 
closed, and everybody, his mother-in-law, 
grand-auntand sister’s husband went tothe 
Fair.

SECRETARY BAYARD TALKS. 


Americans in Mexico Must be Protected— 
Abrogating Obnoxious Laws. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCII. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., October 7.—Secretary Bay- 
ard, who is stopping at the Worden, was asked 
by a Post- DIsPpATCH correspondent if the ques- 
tion of abrogating the Mexican law in relation 
to the trial of persons in Mexico for crimes 
committed on American soil was still being 
considered or would be pressed. ‘‘Nothing is 
being done just at this moment,’’ said Mr. 


Bayard, ‘‘for the action of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment in releasing Cutting has satisfied us, 
so far as that case is concerned, but something 
must be done soon, for it is of the utmost 
importance to America and Americans. Their 
laws are so different from ours, the mode of 
procedure and examination 80 radically oppo- 
site to those of this country, that before our 
citizens can feel any security in going to 
Mexico, there will have to be many changes in 
its judicial forms. There is an immense 
flood of American capital and enterprise con- 
tinually setting in the direction of Mexico, 
and this capital and those who invest there 
must have firm ground to stand upon or the 
business relations between the two countries 
willcease. I was not aware until recently 
that the tide of emigration into Mexico was so 
strong, and it is of the gravest importance 
that this should continue, for it would cause a 
reflex wave of business to set back into this 
country.’’ 

‘*l am decidedly in favor of maintaining the 
most friendly relations with Mexico and in 
tavor of doing everything that can be done to 
induce her autborities to so modify or change 
their laws that protection will be extended to 
all aliens who may settle there and become 
the owners of property in that country. Ido 
not want the people of Mexico to jump at the 
conclusion that we desire to Americanize their 
country. All that weask is that American 
citizens and American enterprise and in- 
dustries may be protected, and that they 
know they are secure in the possession of 
any property that they may acquire. This 
question of protection is of the most vital iin- 
portance, and until Mexico changes her laws 
and guarantees protection, the better class of 
Americans will stay away from the country. 
Mexicans must be made to understand that if 
persons and property are not made safe and 
protected in all parts of the country, a good 
class of citizens willleave Mexico aione and 
seek other locations for investments, and the 
only class who will seek the hospitalities of 
Mexico will be those who wear pistols on their 
hips and are always seeking a quarrel.’’

THE PROVIDENT BANK. 


PROCEEDINGS IN COURT TO-DAY WINDING 
UP THE AFFAIRS. ‘ 


A Formal Demurrer Entered by the Directors 
and Overruled—Default of President Gar- 
land and Cashier Thomson for Want of 
Answer—A Show for the Stockholders Af- 
ter Payment of the Depositors—Legal 
Doings. 


Judge Lubke sat to-day in Court No. land 
advanced the settlement of the Provident 
Bank affairs by an important feature—the 
entry of the decree winding up the con- 


cern. Judge Adams brought the matter 
up in behalf of the petitioner, Carlos 
8S. Greeley, at whose instance the 


receiver was appointed by the Court. John 
H. Overall represented the defendants, the 
Provident Bank, Thos. H. Swain, Wm. P. 
Mullen, Geo. Scott, Chas, B. Greeley and 
Chas. H. Smith, directors of the bank. In 
their behalf the following demurrer was en- 


tered: 

The petition does notstate facts to consti- 
tute a cause of action against the defendants 
or either of them. 

The facts stated in the petition will not 

authorize the court to grant the relief prayed 
wed or any relief whatever as against these de- 
‘fendants. 
e facts stated are insufficient to warrant 
the court in appointing a receiver and taking 
the management of the affairs of the Provident 
Savings Bank out of the hands of these de- 
fendants. 

Judge Adams asked for a default as against 
J. 8. Garland and Almon B. Thompson, the 
other defendants. There had been a publica- 
tion as to the former, and there had been ser- 
vice of the writ at the residence of the default- 
ing cashier the day of the closing of the bank. 

The Court at once overruled the demurrer, 

and, the defendants declining to plead further 
the final decree was entered directing the re- 
ceiver to wind up the affairs of the bank and 
distribute the assets among the depositors. 
After all the allowed claims of the creditors 
have been satisfied in full, if any surplus re- 
mains, after payment of costs and expenses, 
the stockholders are to share it. The directors 
are ordered to join the receiver in deeds of 
conveyance, ete. The decree likewise con- 
tains a provision that ail creditors who are not 
already before the court by the report of the 
receiver just filed are required to exhibit their 
demands on or before the first day of the 
December term. A notice to tbat etfect is to 
be published for four weeks. After the date 
mentioned all claims not so exhibited will be 
barred. 
The court willsit to-morrow morning in 
Room No. 1, east wing of the buiiding, forthe 
purpose of hearing proof in all cases of cluims 
transferred or assigned. Further details of 
the decree are to be submitted to the court to- 
morrow.

Nearly Ad tng 4 in the United States has 
heard of Wichita, Kan.. a city that has been 
called the ‘‘Wonder of the West.’’- Well, 
‘*‘wonders never cease,’’ and s0 another one 
comes into line and bobs up serenely, calling 
for the usual enconiums of praise and admira- 
tion. In this case, however, the greatest 
meed of praise that could be given would not 
do more than justice tothesubject. Arkansas 
City is a fair specimen of what pluck and per. 
severance willdoto make a successful city. 
Dumped down in what envious rival 
cities are pleased to term sand hills, Arkansas 
City has gone straight to work building her- 
self up on those same ‘‘poor old sand hills,’’ 
until now the despised old ‘‘Sand Town’’ 
shakes its skirts in the face of its left-behind 


maligners and marches forward to 
future greatness undisturbed by any 
of the back -bitings of the ‘‘ieit 


behind constituency.’’ The citizens of Ar- 
kansas City bave had a great many difficulties 
to overcome, being surrounded by good towns 
on allsides. But these disadvantages have 
only made them work the harder, and now 
they are beginning to reap a well-earned re- 
ward in seeing their beloved town taking rapid 
strides forward. 

In 1882 the city had a population of about 
1,200.

The country around Arkansas City is, in the 
main, a very rich one, as regards the soll, and 
offers splendid inducements for settlement to 
the Eastern farmer. Lands are very cheap, 
and willincrease in value during the next two. 
years at least 40 per cent. 

Arkansas City, as the gatewaf to the In- 
dian Territory, has a wonderful tuture before 
her, and the day is not far distant when those 
of her citizens, who have done battle in her 
interests, wiil see her the metropolis of the 
Southwest. Grit and perseverance always 
win, and Arkansas City is full of men who 
possess both qualities.

A BRUTE’S PLAINT. 


A Heartless Husband’s Efforts to*Rid" Him< 
self of His Wife. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
SCRANTON, Pa., October 7.—A stout six footer 
yiamed Albert Roskelly hada fair and sickly 
little woman, who proves to be his wife, 
brought yesterday before Alderman Fuller on 
the charge of attempting to killhim. The ac- 
cused woman gave ventto her pent-up feel- 
ings and told a bitter story of the neglect and 
{ll-treatment she had endured at her husband’s 
ds ever since they were married in the 
little parish church at B‘ases Gate, Cornwall, 
England, on August 2, 1862. Shortly 
after that event they came _ to this 
country and the busband fourd ——a 
as hoisting engineer at the Briggs shaft, in this 
city. Later he bought asmali farm in Che- 
nango County, New York, and with his wife 
and little daughter removed to that place. 
They did not live happily together and Ros- 
kelly rented the farm, left his wife and little 
daughter there and returning to Scranton, re- 
gumed work at Briggs shaft. He secured 
board atthe house of a widow named Mrs. 
P 


Bonnett, to whom he became very much at- 
tached. The organ which Roskelly’s daughter 
used to play ut her 
home was removed to the Bonnett 
apartments, and a horse that- used 

be driven by the invalid wife was also 
Seeeene to that place and placed at the ser- 
vice of Mrs. Bonnett. Roskelly, according to 
the story of the broken hearted wife, sent her- 
self and daughter only $5 a month for sup- 
port, and because this was insufficient, they 
came here a few days ago. Since coming 
here, Mrs. Roskelly ascertained that her hus- 
band had tried to obtain a divorce from her 
without her knowledge in the courts of Lack- 
awanna Oounty, on account of cruel and 
barbarous treatment, which made dis life a 
burden. The petition forthe divorce was filed 
in 188, while Mrs. Reskelly was living in

Chenango. A commissioner was appointed 
to take testimony and went to New 
York  S8tate. The witnesses examined 


were the relatives of Roskelly and included the 
Rev. 8. G. Boskeliy. a Methodist minister. Al- 
‘though evfdently one-sided, there was nothing 
in the testimony to warrant a divorce, and 
jadge Adams dismissed the case and put the 
costs on Roskelly. The wronged wife stated 
before the alderman that the charge upon 
which she was arrested atthe instance of her 
bisband, so soon after coming to Scranton, 
‘was trumped up to get her out of the way. 
Upon examination Roskelly admitted that it 
Was more thana year since his wife had threat- 
ened to shoothim. The alderman dismissed 
the case and gave the burly husband a severe 
reprimand for his heartless treatment of his 
invalid wife. Roskelly’s neighbors are very 
indignant over his conduct, and feeling ran so 
high at one time that it was feared violence 
would. be resorted to.

WHAT DEEBLE AND ST. JOHN THOUGHT -OF 
THE BEACH-GAUDAUB RACE. 


A Chat With the Patron of Water Sports—List 
of Sculling Matches for the World’s Cham- 
pionship—Changes in the Chicago Ball 
Club—Caruthers Will Not Go to Chicago— 
The Browns and White Stockings—Base 
Ball Gossip—Wheel News. 


Jacob Gaudaur, the oarsman,.and J. A. 8t. 
John, his backer, arrived home yesterday. 
They came direct from New York, where they 
arrived from London on Sunday. To 4 PoOst- 
DISPATCH reporter who saw him this morning 
the Saint reiterated the statement that he 
made before and afterthe celebrated race, 
that withachoice of place on the Thames 
course Gaudaur could have, beaten Beach. 
‘‘The course,’’ said he, ‘‘is a horrible affair. 
it is curved and spanned with bridges, 
and as Jake had the outside track 
he was at a disadvantage the whole of the 
Way excepting a short space where the cur- 
rent shot outtohim. When Beach gave out 
near the finish Jake thought he had given up 
for good, and that all he had todo was to 
paddle home, He would have won just then 
had not the man in the barge behind 
signalled Beach that Jake too was 
in distress.

I’m going to send these 
over to England toshow my London friends 
that a Western Ameuican afternoon paper 
gives an account of the race on the day it was 
rowed whichis much betterthanthe account 
published by the London journals the day 
after the race.

“ALF” TAYLOR SAYS BROTHER “BOB’’ 1S AN 
ARTFUL DODGER. 


The Rival Candidates for the Governorship of 
Tennessee Tell Stories on Each Other— 
‘Bob’ Lucky anda Great Schemer—Alf’s 
Quick Temper—Campaign Yarns,

MEMPHIS, Tenn., October 7.—It was night- 
fall, says a letter received yesterday, when 
the party stopped atthe house of Mr. Rippy, 
between Lawrenceburg and Waynesborough, 
which had been converted into a species of 
hostelry.

waz shown to zz. L. Godkin, the 
editor of the Evening Post, yesterday. ‘'‘I 
saw about the same thing several weeks ago,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and am a little surprised that no ac- 
tion has been taken in the matter. Charges of 
violations of the civil service law are apt to 
be exaggerated. I have no doubt, however, 
that three-fourths of the charges made 
by Mr. Swift are substantially true, and 
I am confident that the President will take 
steps to punish the offenders. But it is hardly 
fair or right to judge the movements of the 
Adiinistration at Washington from a local 
standpoint. We might have a bad post- 
master here, and petition the President 
to remove him. Naturally, it would 
have a great local interest, and we would 
wonder at any delay in action on our petition, 
but when we come to remember that — 
tudes of things are'constantly before the Presi- 
dent, and that there are 54,000 Post-offices in 
the country to be looked after, we 
should be more patient. I have every 
confidence in President Cleveland, and be- 
lieve him to be honest in his desire to reform 
the service of the Government. He has ac- 
complisned a # great deal. It is 
probably true that the majority of 
the ‘working’ politicians in the Democratic 
arty do not sympathize with Mr. Cleyeland in 
his reform work, and have thrown out 
obstacies in his way. The mass of people 
have faith in him. Such exposures as made 
by Mr. Swift will result in improving the 
service and strengthening the system of re- 
form. The politicians arc making the dis- 
covery that the President is terribly in earnest 
in the matter and they will gradually conform 
to him and accept civil-service reform as an 
established fact.’’ 

‘*Do you think Cleveland will be renomi- 
nated?’’ 

‘*Yes, and elected. He is the only man I 
know of who can draw support from others 
than those of his party, and he will get more 
Republican votes next time than he did be- 
fore.

After going over the story of Mr.Parnell’s 
refusal to grant him an audience or acknowl- 
edge the receipt of the $1,000 which he had sent 
the Irish leader as a gift of the Knights of St. 
Patrick of St. Louis, Mr. Wolff told a Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter several facts not yet made 
public. ‘‘*The factis,’’ said Mr. Wolff, ‘‘the 
adulation of America has given Parnell the 
swellhead and that is all that can be said. I 
understand mine was not the only instance of 
INSULTING NEGLECT. 

I was told in London by well-informed 
Americans that members of Congress and 
other prominent men of the United States, 
have found it impossible tosee Parnell. You 
see he has been told so much that heis the 
‘Uncrowned King’ that everything he does 
isin line with the habits of monarchy. No- 
body knows where he eats or sleeps 
or stays in London. All his movements 
are shrouded in a mystery that 


he thinks will add to his importance. I could 
have got an audience with Queen Victoria or 
the Czar with less effort than I put forth to see 
Parnell. It wasn't rush of business that pre- 
vented him from answering my request be- 
cause with his army of secretaries he could 
have sent mealine saying he had received 
the draft. I know some of the friends of 
home rule here are complaining because I 
made the matter public, but after waiting two 
weeks in London and getting no reply, I 
was too .indigpant to hold in. When I met 
the New York WORLD’S correspondent in 
London, I frankiy told him the snub 
I had received, and of course America 
knew itin afew hours. After my mission as 
a representative of the Knights was fulfilled I 
took up the case as an ‘individual, and for 
whatever I have since said about Parnell [am 
responsible as a citizen. 

- **Ttold Parnell that in a —— letter I 
wrote him before leaving ndon and 
to which, of course, he has not replied. 
One of the statements made in the lietter 
was somewhat like this: ‘You may call this 
insolent,iMr. Parnell, but as insolence can 
only exist in the relations of superior and in- 
ferior, I would not agree to such an opinion if 
expressed by you. In my country one gentie- 
mun always acknowledges another's commu- 
nication, Dut you have utterly ignored me.’ In 
conclusion I said: ‘God save Ireland and 
Home Rule from its chief exponent.’ Those 
were my sentiments on leaving London, and 
they are yet. So far I have not received any in- 
formation that
